You've probably heard that com- 
ment on Billy Rose and his activities, 
for it's a remark so often repeated 
as almost to rival the exasperating 
“Is it hot enough for you?” in the 
summer months. 

It is, of course, true in the main, 
like all bromides. But there’s no 
magic in the formula of America’s 
No. 1 showman unless it should be 
the magic of a mind that dares to 
dream hig dreams. It’s Billy Rose's 
Grand Illusion to give glamour to 
the millions, and it’s generally 
agreed that he has made a splendid 
job of carrying it to realization. 

The late Florenz Ziegfeld. A. L. 
Erlanger and Charles B. Dillingham 
were glamour merchants. These pro- 
ducers. and especially the Great 
Ziegfeld, staged big girl-and-music 
shows, full of brilliance, glitter. 
gayety and lilting music that lifted 
the customers out of the humdrum 
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billy rose

of their daily lives into a never-never 
land of charming, soothing unre- 
ality. 

But they sold their glamour dearly. 
The lowest top was $4.40, and often 
the tickets sold for $6.60. $8.80 and. 
in the dizzy twenties, particularly at 
Ziegfeld openings. for practically 
any sum a fun-loving banker or 
broker was willing to give for them. 
In other words, attendance in com- 
fort at these merry festivals. like 
grand opera or symphony concerts, 
was among the privileges of wealth. 

In the late twenties and early thir- 
ties, a revolutionary change took 
place in the amusement business. 
The movies, emerging from their 
adolescence. placed the finest acting 
talent within the reach of millions. 
Radio performed a similar service 
in the fields of opera and symphony. 
Mr. and Mrs. Average American 
came into their own. They were get- 
ting the best of entertainment at very 
small cost. 


The majority of theatrical pro- 
ducers either did not note this change 
or, if they did. were unable or un- 
willing to adjust themselves to the 
new conditions. They continued to 
charge admission prices which the 
greater number of potential theatre- 
goers simply could not afford, with 
the result that the legitimate stage 
today can scarcely be classed as a 
popular form of entertainment. 

The only showman who correctly 
read the signs of the times was Billy 
Rose. With his usual acumen, he 
realized that. if the theatre was to 
survive the inroads of screen and 
radio, it would have to be brought 
back to the people. It occurred to 
him that. if a show had the sheen, 
the fun, the zest. the romance of a 
Ziegfeld musical and were offered 
at the price of a movie ticket, not 
thousands but millions would throng 
to see it.

There can be no doubt that the 
glamorous and beautiful Schehera- 
zade of the new Aquarabian Nights 
Entertainment will retain that hon- 
orary title this year, for again the 
popular world’s champion — back- 
stroke swimmer. who became Mr. 
Rose's bride last fall, is winning all 
hearts by her superb skill and irre- 
sistible charm, 

Miss Holm. still in her middle 
nties, won the coveted Olympic

crown when she was only fourteen 
years old by swimming the three- 
hundred-yard medley in four minutes 
and a little over twenty-five seconds.

repeated his appeals over a period 
of two years, Miss Holm, then still 
interested only in sports, turned a 
deaf ear to the great producer's 
offers. 

At seventeen, she made a new 
world’s record in the fifty-yard back- 
stroke and, in that same year. won 
the three-hundred-yard medley cham- 
pionship for the fourth consecutive 
time, Then she went back into train- 
ing to capture the hundred-yard title 
—an unprecedented and breath- 
taking performance! 

Miss Holm retired from swimming 
competition after the Los Angeles 
Olympics of 1933 and devoted a year 
to singing and acting for the screen. 
After returning to competition the 
following year. she captured the out- 
door title. 

In 1936, after her quarrel with 
U.S. Olympics officials, in which she 
was vigorously upheld by press and 
public alike. Billy Rose prevailed 
upon her to turn professional. Thus 
Eleanor became Aquabelle Number 
One of Mr. Rose's first Aquacade at 
the Great Lakes Exposition in Cleve- 
land in 1937. Following her tremen- 
dous success in that extravaganza, 


she made a tour as the star of a 
swimming exhibition to the ac- 
claim of thousands upon thousands 
throughout the country, 

Miss Holm, who stands five feet 
two in bare feet, wears clothes ex- 
tremely well and is constantly urged 
to introduce a new costume, hat or 
shoe that soon afterward becomes 
the national vogue. Not excepting 
the most glamorous Hollywood stars, 
she is one of the most photogenic 
performers in this country and, as 
a result, scarcely a week goes by 
that she is not asked to pose for some 
national magazine. 

Whether in competition or not, she 
swims almost daily, calls it the best 
conditioner there is. When rehears- 
ing, she works tirelessly, seeming 
to enjoy every mancuvre regardless 
of its intricacy or the number of 
times it must be repeated. Her en- 
during good humor and buoyancy 
have made her tremendously popu- 
lar with the cast, stagehands and 
technicians. 

Between performances she spends 
much 


me on the Fair grounds 
strolling about with friends, enjoy- 
ing the sights and sending souvenirs 
to acquaintances. Hundreds of inter- 
nationally famous athletes have at- 
tended the Aquacade solely to see 
her perform.

When high school was over, he 
entered the University of Hawaii, 
which he attended for three terms. 
Then he went to Los Angeles, studied 
at the University of California, and 
was graduated in 1932. 

In 1928, not yet eighteen and still 
four years from a college degree. he 
competed in the Olympic games in 
Amsterdam, winning two third places 


in the swimming events. He earned 


one 


his way through the University of 
California by working in the stock- 
room of a Los Angeles clothing store. 

Somehow. between his job, his 
studies, and activities with the cam- 
pus dramatic society, he managed to 
keep in swimming trim and in 1932. 
when the Olympics were held in Los 
Angeles, he won the 400-metre event 
from a field composed of the best 
swimmers on earth, 

A Paramount Pictures talent scout 
combed the ranks of the champions, 
seeking possibilities for stardom. The 
field narrowed down to forty men. 
When screen tests of them all were 
run off, a single contract was offered 
—to Larry Crabbe. 

His athletic skill, muscular grace, 


and easy strength were first present: 
ed to a nation of amusement fans in 
the film “King of the Jungle.” “Man 
of the Forest” followed, then nearly 
twenty other productions, in each of 
which his acting ability was brought 
out a little more clearly. Other films 
in which he is remembered are “D: 
ert Gold,” “Nevada,” “Rose Bowl. 
“Murder Goes to College,” and “To 
the Last Man.”

John Murray Anderson is the mas- 
ter of musical-comedy magic. There 
is about his productions a quality 
that can only be described in the 
small and inadequate word “class.” 
He possesses the secret of injecting 
into a show a mixture of beauty, 
vitality, elegance, gayety and  glit- 
ter that results, first, in the complete 
happiness of an audience and, sec- 
ond, in a run on the box-office that 
gladdens the heart of any producer. 

Ask him to explain the secret and 
he simply says: “Don’t sock your 
customers on the nose. That startles 
rather than wins approval.” 

In addition to Billy Rose's new 
New York World's Fair Aquacade 
and “Nights of Gladness,” the bril- 
liant revue at the Diamond Horse- 
shoe in New York, Anderson has 
staged the Aquacade, now at the 
Golden Gate International Exposi- 
tion in San Francisco. and close to 
forty successful musical productions 
in Europe and the United States. in- 
cluding Billy Rose’s magnificent 
“Jumbo,” the Casa Manana at Fort 
Worth, Texas, and several of the 
Casa Manana entertainments in New 
York. 

Critics who have analyzed Ander- 
son's work explain that he is an 
expert at weaving a well-knit strand 


spun from four threads—music, ac- 
tion, lines and settings. Although 
he seeks variety, comedy following 
sentiment, musical numbers follow- 
ing skits, his aim is never for the 
sharp contrast that shocks the audi- 
ence but for harmonious effects that 
charm the spectators.

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Billy Rose's Aquacade was the 
smash hit of last year’s New York 
World's Fair. In six months it at- 
tracted more than 5,000,000 delighted 
spectators—the largest audience ever 
achieved in a like period in the entire 
history of show business. This year’s 
new Aquacade, bigger and more bril- 
liant and beautiful than its prede- 
cessor, is sure to top that record. 

The New York State Marine Am- 
phitheatre, the monster structure 
housing this vast and scintillating 
aquatic extravaganza, is altogether 
worthy of its splendid occupant. It 
has the commanding position in the 
Fair's amusement center, and in plan- 
ning, proportions and ingenuity and 
finish of detail surpasses every other 
ding in the area. 


Architecturally, the amphitheatre 
is one of the Fair's outstanding con- 
tributions to modern engineering and 
may well prove to be a forerunner 
of the theatre of the future. There 
was no skimping in dimensions when 
it was planned—its proportions had 
to match Billy 

Popularly referred to as the Aqua- 


Rose’s dreams. 


cade, this mammoth outdoor theatre 
boasts the largest seating capacity of 
any structure at the Fair. The huge 
stage set out on the water has a 
depth of 200 feet, a width of 311 feet 
and offers an overall perimeter of 
500 feet to welcome the tripping toes 
of the performers in the great danc- 
ing chorus. 

When the 275-foot pool is filled, 
it weighs 3.500.000 pounds. Three 
hundred thousand pounds of steel 
was used in its construction and 200 
piles were driven to Support it. At 
each end of the stage rise the two 
75-foot diving towers. 

The great Rainbow Water Curtain, 
one of the breath-taking new features 
of this year's spectacle, rises to a 
height of forty feet and covers the 


entire width of the pool. using 8.000 
gallons of water per minute. 

Scarcely less interesting to the 
technically minded is the lighting 
system. Two hundred and fifty 2.000 
watt lamps and sixty-four 4.000 watt 
lamps are affixed to the front of the 
roof over the amphitheatre. On each 
side of the stage are ninety-six 2.000 
watt lamps used for side lighting 
effects. Also eight 150 ampere are 
lights are employed for more color- 
ful effects. So intricate is this light- 
ing system that twenty electricians 
are required to be constantly sta- 
tioned in the recesses of the Amphi- 
theatre and the stage to operate it. 
But one man, the technical director, 
controls the operation from a booth 
high on the stadium roof. 

Despite the vastness of the scene 
of operation, the technical director, 
performing the feats of a modern 
Genii, is in constant communication 
with the lighting stations by tele- 
phone and electric signals. As the 
oceasion demands, he flashes his in- 
structions and the electricians fune- 
tion almost automatically although

possible to believe that backstage and onstage more 
than 500 persons are intently occupied for the 
sole purpose of bringing you entertainment. How- 
ever, it will not be many minutes before you realize 
that you are witnessing one of the most enchanting 
panoramas of all time as the dancing ballet goes 
through its lovely routines, as the water ballet 
weaves fairy-like figures beneath the water. as 
Olympic diving champions flash through the air and 
as Aquabelle Eleanor Holm exhibits her famous 
swimming talents, orchestras accompany the scene 
with harmony and the lights drench it in beauty. 

Harvey D. Gibson and the men responsible for 
the New York State Marine Amphitheatre. may 
well be proud of their 10,000-seat contribution to 
the amusement area. where, as he promised. Billy 
Rose is giving the millions of World’s Fair visitors 
an unprecedented musical and swimming spectacle.

BUSTER GRABBE 
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One of the most talented and 
surely the youngest of Broadway stage 
and dress designers is Raoul Pene 
Du Bois, who is responsible for the 
brilliant settings and extravagantly 
gorgeous costumes of Billy Rose’s 
new World's Fair Aquacade and of 
“Nights of Gladness,” the new revue 
at the Diamond Horseshoe. 

Mr. Du Bois, who also designed 
the sets and finery for “Du Barry 
Was a Lady,” “Too Many Girls” and 
“Two for the Show,” three of last 
season’s outstanding musical suc- 
cesses, is only twenty-seven years 
old. About seven years ago, John 
Murray Anderson, the eminent direc- 
tor of Mr, Rose’s spectacles, discov- 
ered young Mr. Du Bois and engaged 
him to design the costumes for the 
revue “Thumbs Up.” 

Since then the artist has been con- 
nected almost exclusively with the 
Rose management. “Jumbo,” the 
maestro’s_never-to-be-forgotten saw- 
dust classic, was his first major 
undertaking. For this dream-cireus 
he whipped into shape a breath-tak- 
ing collection of gaudy clown’s uni- 
forms, tinsel by the ton and spangles 
in overwhelming profusion. 

Next he journeyed with Impresario 
Rose to Texas and created the theatri- 
cal raiment for the Casa Manana at

Fort Worth. The following year, in 
Cleveland, he did a similar chore 
for Billy Rose's first Aquacade at the 
Great Lakes Exposition. 

The beauty and daring originality 
of his designs are well known to 
those who have seen last year’s 
Aquacade and “The Turn of the Cen- 
tury,” the record-breaking revue that 
ran for seventeen months at Mr. 
Rose’s Diamond Horseshoe before 
the even more glittering “Nights of 
Gladness.” 

Mr. Du Bois devised the mildly 
surrealist bibs and tuckers for the 
last New York Casa Manana show 
and also designed the quaint sar- 
torial investiture for Marc Connelly’s 
“Two Bouquets,” as well as the ward- 
robe of “Leave It to Me!” 

He was born on Staten Island. 
From these idyllic surroundings 
emerged one of the most sophisti- 
cated and urban talents Broadway 
can boast. His grandfather, Henri, 
was an art critic and his uncle, Guy 
Pene Du Bois, is one of America’s 
most celebrated painters. As a youth, 
Raoul couldn't make up his mind 
whether to become an architect, a 
portrait painter or an artist special- 
izing in landscapes and figure studies. 
He finally chose designing because 
it embraced all three. 


bois 


While studying at the Grand Cen- 
tral Art School he sold some designs 
to the producers of the Garrick 
Gaieties. Only fifteen at the time, 
young Du Bois felt that an artist's 
life was an easy, merry and prof- 
itable one, but he was soon disillu- 
sioned. Nobody else bought his work 
for quite some time, 


To support himself he first dressed 
windows in a department store and 
then stenciled wall paper. In the 
evenings, he did literally hundreds 
of sketches to get onto paper the 
flashing designs that filled his mind. 
months of this he 
finally disposed of some of his 
lovely, fanciful drawings to the 
Radio City Music Hall and Vogue 
magazine. In 1934, Ted Weidhaus, 
the mechanical 
structed the Music Hall contour cur- 
tain, brought him to John Murray 
Anderson. In two weeks, the fever- 
ishly laboring Raoul, just turned 
twenty, designed four production 
numbers, sixty costumes and five 
new sets for the Shuberts’ “Ziegfeld 
Follies.”

to him while he was presenting
